Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,19 & 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Amr (5,595,068) in view of Larsson (6,1 31 ,653) as best understood. Amr discloses 

a ceiling mounted indoor unit for a split-system air conditioning system having an 

outdoor unit and comprising: an indoor unit (10) whereby air is guide through, a fan (11), 

a heat exchanger (12), and enclosure (20), a suction inlet (31) and furthermore a fan 

discharge outlet duct (32). Examiner takes "Official Notice" since it is well known in the 

art to provide a damper to control supply & discharge flow rate within a HVAC system. 

Amr lacks to a preheat exchange within a duct and connecting to a supply side and a 

discharge side. Larsson teaches an apparatus having a preheat exchanger (80) 

connected to a supply stream compartment and a discharge compartment (28). It would 

have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 

to modify the disclosed system of Amr with a preheat exchanger as taught by Larsson 

for heating an air stream and dehumidifying the air stream. 

Claims 1, 19 & 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Amr 
in view Larsson as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Hernandez (US 
Patent 6,182,460). It would have been obvious to further utilize the teaching of 
Hernandez to provided a partition plate for separating air streams. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-18 & 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
